G overnor’s Signature 


Authorizes Bill; New 


School Provost Nam ed 


H ot on the heels of M onday's 
new s th a t Dr. Gordon S. W at­ 
kins, professor of econom ics at 
UCLA, had been nam ed provost, 
of th e U niversity of California 
a t Riverside, cam e T uesday m or­ 
n in g ’s tidings th at Governor Earl 
W arren had signed the bill a p ­ 
propriating 
$4,300,000 
for 
the 
new Calif, cam pus in Riverside. 
T he university’s plans call for 
th e construction of about six 
m ajor buildings, including a li­ 
b rary 
building, 
adm inistration 
and classroom building, science, 
physical education and general 
classroom buildings. Cam pus of 
th e Riverside branch of the state 
u n iversity w ill include instruc­ 
tion in arts and sciences w ith 
instruction and research in a g ri­ 
culture. 
U n i v e r s i t y V ice-President 
C laude B. Hutchinson, who as 
d ean of the College of A gricul­ 
ture, w ill continue to supervise 
all activities on both the River­ 
side a n d Davis cam puses. 


IT IS EXPECTED th a t f o u r 
hand-picked 
m en w o u l d 
be 
chosen .shortly by Dr. W atkins 
to h e ad the four departm ents of 
the institution. 
S enator Nelson D ilw orth’s o r­ 
ig in al bill authorizing the in sti­ 
tu tio n had called for $4,839,000. 
ft The senator had gone to Sac­ 
ram en to to check on th e progress 
of th e bill and attended the 
sig n in g in the governor's office.

Follow ing Supervisor W illiam 
S lape's alleged "economy" move 
of M onday by abolishing the 
• county counsel job and salary 
f reductions 
of 
five 
other 
top 
county officials, Supervisor W il­ 
liam Jones followed the next day 
w ith h is plan for cutting of u n ­ 
necessary county expenditures in 
the abolution of the county's a ir­ 
port system . 
His m otion, m ade "in order to 
low er the tax rate,” died for lack 
of a second although his pro­ 
posal did not attract any im ­ 
m ed iate opposition from his fe l­ 
low board members. 
Supervisors Ed Hill and Slape 
expressed no opposition to the 
sen tim en ts behind Jones’ airport 
proposal yesterday but said they 
d idn’t th in k Jones' plan w as the 
proper legal w ay to toss out the 
county airport chain. 
Supervisor C hairm an 
F l o y d 
G ilm ore had other view s on the 
Jones 
proposal. He term ed 
it 
"very m uch out of order, inop­ 
portune and everything else.” 
The county acquired Ryan A ir­ 
field (n ear H em et), T herm al Air­ 
field an d Blythe Airfield from 
the W ar Assets A dm inistration 
for a token fee after the w ar 
ended, w ith the understanding 
th a t th e county would m aintain 
the bases and put them to w h at­ 
ever use it saw fit but th a t the 
federal governm ent could take 
them back in the event of a n ­ 
other national em ergency. 
The airfields were b u ilt and 
used by the Armed Forces. 
It is understood th a t the Palm 
Springs airport w ould 
not be 
affected by the move since it 
is city-ow ned and operated.

At Stake in 


'Economy' Move 


An "econom y m ove’’ w as for­ 
warded th is w eek by W illiam 
Slape, m em ber of th e board of 
supervisors at session in River­ 
side as he offered his plan for 
saving the county som e money. 
Slape’s plan w as introduced 
Monday as a resolution in the 
form of a letter to the board 
suggesting 
th a t th e 
office of 
county counsel, held 
by Earl 
Redwine be deleted from county 
offices and he also further sug­ 
gested the reduction in salaries 
of five other top officers. 
Chief econom y slash suggested 
w as in the reduction of County 
H ealth Officer Dr. Robert West- 
phal and County H ospital Su­ 
perintendent Henry D. Stailey, of 
$100 per m onth w ith other re­ 
ductions listed of $25 and $50 
per m onth in the salary sched­ 
ules of three other county of­ 
ficers, $50 a m onth reduction for 
County Planner Tyler Suess and 
County A i r p o r t Director Ted 
H annah and $25 a m onth reduc­ 
tion for Juvenile H all Superin­ 
tendent W alter Johnson. 
W estphal, highest paid of all 
county officials, receives $683 a 
m onth. Stailey $675, Suess and 
H annah $475 and Johnson $400. 
Salary of Redwine, now on v a­ 
cation, is $600 a m onth. 
Siape’s m otion asked th at the 
changes all be m ade Sept. 1. In 
his statem ent he said "For some 
m onths I have given consider­ 
able th ought an d study to the 
cost of county governm ent and I 
would like to m ake th e follow­ 
ing 
recom m endation 
to 
the 
hoard of supervisors for consid­ 
eration and im m ediate action." 
Supervisor 
W illiam 
J o n e s 
prom ptly stated "I second that 
motion.” 
Jones w as inform ed by C hair­ 
m an 
Floyd 
Gilm ore 
th at the 
topic had been introduced m ere­ 
ly as a resolution an d not a m o­ 
tion. 
After referral to th e county 
auditor, Ray Hicks, it w as de­ 
cided the next day th a t thp sim ­ 
plest a n s w e r to th e problem 
would be to freeze a ll county 
salaries to their present levels. 
They ordered A uditor Hicks to 
go ahead w ith preparation of the 
budget on the basis of present 
salaries.

betw een light 
and darkness despite two skin 
flaps grafted over each eye to 
replace his eyelids which were 
com pletely burned aw ay by the 
exploding chem ical. 
Doctors a t th e hospital expect 
to m ake slits in th e flaps som e­ 
tim e this m onth in order to place 
contact lenses over th e eyeballs 
for observation and subsequent 
surgery.

subsequent senate approval nec­

V illage leaders are of the op­ 
inion th a t the bill h as "bogged 
dow n” and th a t it has little 
chance of going through this 
present session of congress on 
its own strength but w ith Boyds 
and C olegate's im petus in W ash­ 
ington it has a ehance.

the pinnacle of in terest as the 
deadline for the service of p ri­ 
vate areas w as suspended M on­ 
day, Aug. 1. 
A ppearing before th e board of 
supervisors in Riverside, Howard 
W iefels of Palm 
Springs and 
Charles Couch of Riverside, a c t­ 
ed as spokem en for the entire 
county group of am bulance oper­ 
ators in requesting county 're ­ 
m uneration for am bulance runs 
in county areas w here the vic­ 
tim s were found to be not fin a n ­ 
cially able to pay for the service. 
Couch asked the question of 
the supervisors, "Do you intend 
to pay am bulance operators for 
indigent runs or n o t? ” 
Supervisor W illiam Slape coun­ 
tered w ith a question, "Do you 
m ean th is cat and m ouse board 
of supervisors?” 
"T hat’s right,” answ ered Couch, 
"it’s been two m onths now’ since 
w'e first asked you.” 
"D idn't we tell you th a t we 
w ould tak e it under considera­ 
tion and let you know ?” asked 
Slape. 
"But you 
h av en 't 
and 
now’ 
you've left the people w ithout 
am bulance 
service," 
answered 
Couch. 
“You're the ones w ho are on the 
spot,” said Slape: “ if you w ant 
to go out of business th at's up to 
you.” 
W iefels had earlier Informed 
th e supervisors th a t his fam ily 
had lost m oney on such calls 
for the past 20 y ears and, at 
Slape’s suggestion Ihey w ait u n ­ 
til the supervisors get ready to 
answ er the questions, W iefels re ­ 
m arked “they m ight get ready 
in 1950.” 
In any event, th e discussion 
has left the outlying areas of 
the 
county 
territory 
w ithout 
service except when an accident 
victim specifically requests that 
a specific am bulance firm come 
after him.

Tax Rate Set 
By Ordinance 
For 1949-50 


R eading of "an ordinance of 
the City of Palm Springs fixing 
the am ount of m oney necessary 
to be raised by taxation for the 
fiscal year beginning Ju ly 1,1949” 
was one of the item s before the 
city council this w eek as City 
Attorney Roy Colegate presented 
the breakdow n of the taxes nec­ 
essary to conduct the city's busi­ 
ness during the com ing fiscal 
year. 
A m ount necessary, 
he 
said, 
w as $330.800 which w ould he 
taxed on the basis of an asses­ 
sed 
valuation 
of 
$24.368.540. 
With $1,021,000 still subject to 
the previous one dollar rate, he 
said $10,000 qf the entire am ount 
needed would be draw n at that 
rate while the rem ainder would 
be subject to the new tax rate of 
$1.31 taxable property. 
Breaking th is down, the city 
attorney stated 31 cents would be 
for th e civic im provem ent bond 
issue as authorized by the people 
in th e April election. (At that 
tim e it w as estim ated the tax on 
the $950,000 of the civic im prove­ 
m ent would be betw en 35 and 
36 cents.) 
Stating th at there w as a three- 
cent reduction over last year in 
the general taxes, th at portion 
was set at 97 cents w ith the 
other three cents going for pub­ 
lic library m aintenance. 
A proposed budget of $29,500 
for the cham ber of commerce was 
included in th e general am ount. 
Oolegate said. This is the fund 
devoted to advertising and ex­ 
ploitation requested by th e cham ­ 
ber recently.

Monday for the purpose of con­ 
sidering the artw ork for cham ­ 
ber publicity in the future as 
presented by Miss Rene Lee of 
the Art Center school of Los 
Angeles. 
W ithout exception, a ll work 
done by Miss Lee w as accepted 
by the com m ittee for cham ber 
exploitation work. 
First for consideration w as an 
orientation brochure for visitors 
of the "W here to go an d w hat 
1o do” type. Next w as th e design 
for a car sticker to advertise the 
Village. It w as authorized for 
the printing of 50.000 of these 
for free distribution to autom o­ 
bile visitors to Palm Springs. 
One of the biggest item s for 
future city publicity w as the 
okeh on an events calendar for 
distribution w ithin a short tim e 
by the cham ber in conjunction 
w ith the three leading stores of 
Los Angeles, the Southern P a ­ 
cific railroad and W estern Air 
Lines. The three stores to dis­ 
sem inate V illage pam phlets in 
their m ail are Bullock's, Des­ 
m ond’s and Robinson's. A pproxi­ 
m ately 300.000 of these w ill be 
sent out by the cham ber. In a d ­ 
dition about 1500 w ill he sent 
to the All Year Club for dis­ 
tribution to t h a t num ber of 
t r a v e l editors throughout the 
country. 
Fiying folders will be sent to 
15,000 of the nation's private fly­ 
ing enthusiasts and in addition 
See CHAMBER.

21 per cent fewer felonies called 
to the attention of the d ep art­ 
ment, th is w as credited by the 
chief as due to the greater ef­ 
ficiency an d alertness of the in ­ 
vestigating officers. 


A T O T A L of $25,928.11 in 
money 
an d 
property w as re ­ 
turned to victim s through re­ 
covery by the local force and 
in addition, $10,287.55 w as col­ 
lected in police court fines. This, 
the chief added, represents a p ­ 
proxim ately 47 per cent of the 
departm ent’s b u d g e t for th e 
sam e period. 
Drunk arrests totaled 134 or a 
35 per cent decrease from th e 
previous y ear’s incarcerations for 
this charge. A 35 per cent decline 
in drunk driving w as also noted 
in the arrest of only 23 during 
the period. 
E ight arrests were m ade for 
robbery 
although o n l y three 
such com plaints were local. The 
other five w ere m ade for out­ 
side departm ents and the local 
officers were successful in cap­ 
turing 
these 
crim inals 
before 
they had tim e to start th eir op­ 
erations in th e Village area. 
Four arrests for possession of 
narcotics resulted in the break­ 
ing of a ring peddling m ariju an a 
in this area. All resulted in con­ 
victions and gained the rep u ta­ 
tion for the Village of being "too 
hot” for narcotic traffic. 


GAMBLING drew the d ep art­ 
m ent's attention to th e extent 
th at 18 persons were arrested, 
charged and convicted, com par­ 
ing w ith 15 arrested the previous 
year on th is charge. Stolen a u to ­ 
m obiles increased from five to 
10 w ith all b e i n g recovered. 
Chief K ettm ann explained th a t 
these thefts could be charged to 
the c rim in a lly -in c lin e d tra n ­ 
sients in need of transportation 
to other points. 
“Wet 
M exicans,” t h o s e 
of 
nationality in our neighboring 
country w ithout proper entrance 
credentials to th e U. S., w ere on 
the increase during the p ast year 
and 32 w ere arrested and turned 
over to the Indio border patrol 
as compared to only four during 
the previous y e a r . A rrests for 
vagrancy dropped from 36 to 32 
although m any tim es th a t n u m ­ 
ber left th e Village by agree­ 
m ent w ith th e police an d w ith­ 
out benefit of court process. 
Installation of parking m eters 
in the business section in early 
M arch presented a problem, ex­ 
pected by all on the force. T raf­ 
fic citations issued totaled 2331 
as com pared to less th a n h alf 
th at am ount for the preceding 
year, 1106. Most of the citations 
occurred during the first three 
m onths of duty of the m eters 
and this declined g radually a t 
the education of the m otorists in 
the m echanism 's functioning. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES engaged 
in by th e departm ent Included 
the processing of work ap p li­ 
cants by a registration an d fin ­ 
gerprinting system of all per­ 
sons presenting them selves to 
the free em ploym ent bureau for 
work.

position and does not 
w ish to become engaged in con­ 
troversy nevertheless h as found 
it necessary to go out and get 
the facts. 
“We have decided to m ake a 
general survey 
of the county 
Just as rapidly a s possible," Jen­ 
sen continued. "Some area s u n ­ 
doubtedly are still ‘tight.’ and 
lack an adequate supply of rent­ 
als. We believe there also may 
be some areas w here new con­ 
struction has brought th e situ­ 
ation back to a reasonably nor­ 
m al condition. 
In such cases, 
w e’ll recom m end im m ediate de­ 
control.” 


UNDER THE 1949 federal law, 
rent controls c an be ended in 
any com m unity by either of two 
general m eans: 
1) By the housing expediter’s 
action, either upon his own in- 
ititiativ e or upon recom m enda­ 
tion by an area rent advisory 
b o a r d such a s the Riverside 
county body. U nder these condi­ 
tions, rent controls could be re­ 
stored later if ren ts rose u nreas­ 
onably. 
2) By a "local option” action 
tak en by a city council, after a 
p u b l i c hearing has produced 
conclusive evidence th a t the de­ 
m and for housing has been reas­ 
onably well m et. In th is case, 
approval by th e Governor is re­ 
quired. and federal controls can­ 
not thereafter be reim posed. 


A BOABD recom m endation for 
decontrol does no t need approval 
by th e Governor. 
Jensen invited any interested 
citizens, or civic group, to join 
th e board in m aking local sur­ 
veys. 
“W e'd be p articularly glad to 
g et any significant inform ation 
bearing on the housing situation 
in 
an y 
locality,” he declared. 
“We w an t the facts, an d we'll 
welcom e cooperation from any­ 
body who can h elp us g et them .”

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Our State Legislature

Riverside County Assemblyman 
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Quite frequently, th e subject 
of lobbyists an d lobbying activi­ 
ties comes u p when people are 
discussing th e State Legislature. 
In ev alu atin g the activities of 
lobbyists, however, m any factors 
m ust be considered. 
Under th e rules of th e Legis­ 
lature, lobbyists should be regis­ 
tered. The sergeant a t arm s of 
the assem bly keeps a record of 
all lobbyists who have reg is­ 
tered. If a lobbyist does not reg­ 
ister, he m ay be denied the op­ 
portunity of 
ap pearing before 
any of th e legislative com m it­ 
tees in b eh alf of his principal. 
It is reported th a t the final 
listing of lobbyists in the legis­ 
lative records shows th a t there 
w as a total of 412 in Sacram ento 
for the six-m onths session w hich 
has recently adjourned. It can 
thus be seen th at th e lobbyists 
outnum ber 
th e 
legislators 
by 
more th a n 3 to 1. 


IT MUST BE REMEMBERED 
th a t the very large m ajority of 
these lobbyists are representing 
particular groups, ra th e r th an 
them selves. For th at reason, they 
are frequently referred to more 
specifically a s “legislative rep­ 
resentatives," or "advocates." 
The w ide range of interests 
w hich can be and are affected 
by state law s n atu rally causes 
those who are affected to b e­ 
come directly acquainted w ith 


the state legislative process. It 
can be generally said th at re ­ 
gardless of w h a t your business 
or vocation m ay be, you were 
either directly or indirectly rep­ 
resented by a lobbyist in Sac­ 
ram ento. The g reat num ber of 
lobbyists registered is, in itself, 
evidence of th a t conclusion, but 
specific exam ples are available. 


IT DOES NOT seem proper to 
assum e, therefore, th a t lobbying, 
as such, is an evil. At various 
tim es, and in various ways, the 
term “lobbying” h as been given 
an undesirable connotation or 
m eaning. S t r i c t l y speaking, 
"lobby" has been defined as fol­ 
lows: “To address or s o l i c i t 
m em bers of a legislative body in 
order to influence its action." 
From this definition, it is ap ­ 
p aren t th a t th e m anner of “a d ­ 
dressing" or “soliciting" a m em ­ 
ber of the legislature is a most 
i m p o r t a n t consideration. The 
lobbyist’s approach should be j 
fair, honest, an d above board. | 
If it isn't, a legislator (and t he j 
lobbyist’s principals) should be­ 
w are! 
Before legislators can in telli­ 
gently pass law s, they m ust go 
through the jud icial function of 
w eighing the evidence pro and 
con w ith respect to contem plated 
legislation. Lobbyists should be, 
and generally are, the expert 
w itnesses in th is process.

W ar Hero's Body 


Is Returned Home 


Final rites were held last Sat­ 
urday in Santa Monica for Lt. 
Robert B. MacLennan of Cathed­ 
ral City w h o s e body was re­ 
ported recently to have been 
brought from the European th ea­ 
tre of action in a special ship. 
Killed in Germany in April, 
1945, the war hero was brought 
home to be laid at rest at the 
Holy Cross cemetery In Santa 
Monica. Services were conducted 
at the chapel of Moeller, Murphy 
and Moeller. 
Lieutenant M aeL en n en was 
born in Los Angeles, August 2. 
1916. A f t e r graduation from 
UCLA he entered the Army in 
June, 1941. After he was com­ 
missioned he was assigned to 
Army Intelligence as a travel­ 
ing censor in England, Scotland 
and Ireland. Shortly after the 
invasion of Normandy, he was 
sent to France as a traveling 
season.

ferred to the 30th Infantry, of 
the 3rd Infantry Division, in 
March, 1945, and only 31 days 
later w as killed in combat near 
Frankfort, Germany. 
Surviving him are his father, 
B r u c e MacLennan, Cathedral 
City; his mother, Mrs. Florence 
A. MacLennan, West Los Ange­ 
les, and a brother, Roderick Mac- 
Lellan, now stationed at Moses 
Point, Alaska, at the CAA's radio 
station. Also surviving him is 
an aunt, Mrs. Leslie M. Clancy, 
Brentwood, at whose home he 
was a frequent visitor.

If you read in the papers about 
“the International Set," that's 
us, natch. Of course we don’t 
mind including the Duke and 
Duchess of Windsor who are 
here, too. Thanks to a letter from 
Hizzoner, the M a y o r of Palm 
Springs, addressed to Mr. Cellers, 
we were accepted in the Hotel 
du Cap, which is w i t h o u t a 
doubt the most beautifully situ­ 
ated hotel on the Riviera. It is 
at Cap d'Antibes, half way be­ 
tween Cannes and Nice, is set in 
a beautiful garden and has its 
own private beach. The other 
hotels along the coast have the 
highway between them and the 
Sea, and what they see from 
their front windows are the same 
sights that we see walking down 
Palm Canyon drive on Sunday 
afternoon, only they have it 
every day. Du Cap has the same 
quiet charm that Pebble Beach 
Lodge has.

Presently, 
strengthened by food, you slip 
into something appropriate and 
amble down to Eden Rock to sec 
the sights (or be one). Any cos­ 
tume that doesn’t bare the hip, 
is, of course, fuddy duddy: I 
blush to confess I was fuddy 
duddy and my standing in the 
"Set" is up for disapproval, and, 
undoubtedly cancellation. Any­ 
way, to continue with the pro­ 
gram, a dip around noon calls 
for a cocktail, a dip after the 
cocktail calls for lunch on the 
terrace, and lunch, of course, 
calls for another dip, and heav. 
ens, it’s time to undress for 
cocktails and dinner. 
COMING FROM A RESORT 
town, we have been considerably 
interested to find out why the 
Riviera is so popular with not 
only Americans but the conti­ 
nentals. The climate, in the sum ­ 
mer, is hot and humid, and al­ 
most unendurable unless you 
swim all day. The beauty of the 
coast is similar to that of Cali­ 
fornia’s. The biggest advantage 
they have is the warmth of the 
water and the lack of any surf. 
Absolutely perfect for swimming. 
Here they provide public beaches 
and a place for the public to 
lie in the sun, which is all the 
tourists ask for to keep them 
happy. Perhaps that is where we 
fail our tourists in Palm Springs. 
Since they come from sunbath­ 
ing (and swimming always com­ 
panions it), we should provide 
public p o o l s and sunbathing 
areas for our visitors. We spend 
too much money to attract more 
tourists instead of taking proper 
care of those we already have. 
No wonder, now that they can 
come to Europe, they come here 
instead of to Palm Springs. Un­ 
til we learn how to meet this 
kind of competition there will be 
lots of tears shed by innkeepers 
and merchants in Palm Springs 
in the fall and spring. We are 
keeping our notebooks handy 
and our eyes open and hope to 
profit by w hat we learn. And 
they say there is even more to 
learn in Switzerland where we 
go next.

W hen the first of two Califor­ 
nia deer hunting seasons opens 
Sunday, A ugust 7, in the central 
and south coastal areas, hunters 
w ill find bucks generally m ore 
scarce th an last year w ith River­ 
side county rated as "poor.” 
T hat's the opinion of w ardens 
of the Division of F i s h and 
Game, w ho have just revealed 
their a n n u al advance predictions 
of hunting conditions. 
B e s i d e s hunting for deer 
m a n y 
of California's 300,000 
buck hunters will probably be 
hunting for a place to hunt. 
W ardens are unanim ous in re ­ 
porting a new crop of “No T ress­ 
passing” s i g n s , and w arning 
coastal area hunters to obtain 
perm ission from landow ners be­ 
fore entering private property.

by counties in southern 
C alifornia: 
KERN—Good. Deer in excel­ 
lent shape, although m any in 
the velvet. Hunters should con­ 
tact U. S. Forest Service for fire 
closures.

range very dry with w ater and 
feed scarce. Extreme fire haz­ 
ard. Best hunting in Mount P a ­ 
cifico and Sulphur Springs areas. 
ORANGE— Poor. M a n y deer 
killed by forest fires last year. 
E xtrem e fire hazard. 
RIVERSIDE—Poor. Much deer 
range c l o s e d because of fire 
hazard. 
VENTURA—Fair. Much federal 
and private property closed to 
public hunting. Best hunting in 
Pine M ountain area.
